CONSTANTINOPLE, N o v . 6 — V I A SOFIA, 
Bulgaria, Nov. 7.—The Turkish minis- 
ter for foreign affairs. Said Pasha, has 
promised to give the ambasBadorB of 
the powers a definite reply within two 
days as to what steps the porte intends 
to take for the restoration of order in 
Armenia and to provide for the pro- 
tection of Christians in that part of the 
Turkish empire. 
This was the point 
especially alluded to by the ambassa- 
dors on Tuesday last when they called 
separately and represented that the 
present state of affairs in Amienxa 
could not be allowed to continue and 
that if adequate measures were not 
shortly taken to bring about the re- 
storation of Older, the powers would be 
compelled, acting in concert, to take 
their own steps in the matter. 


No combined action of guch grave 
importance on the part of the powers 
has been taken for years past and the 
porte was reminded that the interven- 
tion of the powers in Syria at the time 
of the massacre of 1860 is considered as 
direct warning to the sultan that 
Europe will intervene to secure order 
in Armenia unless ihe Turkish govern" 
ment acts promptly. 


As each day passes, however, the sit- 
uation becomes more and more alarm-- 
ing and adds to the difficulty of the 
last before the porte, and, possibly, be- 
fore the European powers. From Syria, 
especially, the most disquieting rumors 
are cominc;, and that they are based on 
facts, is shown by the mobilization of 
twenty battalions of Bed Kredes, out of 
the sixty available, and the steps being 
taken to despatch them as promptly as 
possible to that portion of Asiatic 
Turkey. This leads color to the report 
that the Armenians 
are receiving 
suppoi t from unexpected sources and 
that the Turkish government may soon 
be face to iace with an open and wide- 
pread revolution against the rule of 
the Sultan. 
Arrests of Armenians and 
Turkish suspects are constantly being 
made here and elsewhere; but owing 
to the press consulorship few facts in 
this connection are obtained. 


PoBsibily the most grave turn in re- 
cent events lies in the fact, established 
beyond any doubt, that the dissatisfac- 
tion against the rule o^ the Sultan has 
extended to the Turkish army and the 
palace officials are well aware of this 
fact and are in a state of the greatest 
alarm. 
Nobody here would be sur- 
prised to hear at any moment of aa out- 
break in the palace itself; in fact the 
people who are well versed in Turkish 
affairs assert that this is among the im- 
mediate probabilities and that only 
a prompt show of force upon the part 
of the European fleets can avert 
it. 
Trustworthy reports which have 
been received here from Erczroum 
state it has been discovered beyond 
dispute that the Turkish troops took 
part in the recent massacre and pillage 
of Armenian houses and, it is added, 
clear evidence of this fact will be 
placed before the representatives of the 
powers. 


Private accounts represent the con- 
dition of the Asiatic provinces of 
Turkey as being deplorable in the ex- 
treme. A veritable reign of terror is 
said to exist and bloodshed and rob- 
bery are daily occurrences. The police 
of this city are kept busy night and 
day watching everybody and every- 
thing. To such an extent is this sys- 
tem of police surveillance carried that 
two servants in the employ of English 
merchants here have been arrested 
while returning from the postoffice 
with letters and newspapers. 
The 
latter were seized by police, in spite of 
the protests of the servants they were 
carried away to the police department 
for examination. The English mer- 
chants promptly complained to the 
British charge 
d'affairs, the Hon. 
Michael Herbert, and the latter has 
made strong representations to the 
porte on the subject. Of course such a 
state of affairs cannot be allowed to 
exist much longer, as the lives of all 
Christians in Armenia are in danger 
and there is hourly expectation of the 
most serious trouble in almost every

bank to defer payment of its notes and 
deposits for a month.

NEW TUKISH MINISTRY. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, 
NOV. 7 . — A n e w 
Turkish ministry has been formed as 
follows: Hali Rifat Pasha, grand vizier; 
Said Pasha, president of the council of 
states; Twefik Pasha, minister of for- 
eign affairs; Hasson Pasha, minister of 
marines; R-za Pasha, minister of war; 
Memdup Pasha, minister of interior; 
Abdur Rahman Pasha, minister of 
justice; 
Sabri 
Pasha, 
minister of 
finance; Arif Pasha, minister without 
portfolio, Riza Pasha was minister of 
war in the last cabinet; Hassan Pasha 
was minister of marine in the late 
ministry; Hali Ribat Pasha is the ex- 
minister of the interior, and Twefik 
Pasha has just come here from Berlin, 
where he was Turkish ambassador to 
Germany. 
Finally, Said Paeha was 
minister for foreign affairs in the late 
cabinet and provisional vizier. 


LONDOW, Nov. 7,—Hali Rifat Pasha, 
new grand vizier of Turkey, has the 
reputation of being an able administra- 
tor. He has held numerous high posts 
and is a man of broad views, judged 
from a Turkish standpoint. The new 
grand vizier is expected to have a medi- 
ating influence between the Mussul- 
mans and Christians. But it is not 
thought that he will be able to do any- 
thing of a remarkable nature at the 
present, owing to the serious condition 
of affairs in the Tuikish empire.

N E W YOBK, NOV. 7.—John Jacob As- 
tor has interested himself in physical 
sciences to that extent that he will own 
a large block of stock and interest in 
the Keely motor, the invention of John 
W, Keely, of Philadelphia, whose sup- 
posed discoveries have been talked ot 
for twenty years all over the civilized 
world. 
Papers are now being drawn 
for a transfer to Mr. Astor of all the 
rights and interests of Mrs. Bloomfield 
Moore in this wonderful invention, 
which has been declared by sonse en- 
gineering experts and scientific men to 
denote the development of a new force. 
This force has been said to be as much 
more marvelous than electricity is 
more wonderful than steam and com- 
pressed air. 
Oilier authorities have 
vehemently denounced it as a fraud. 


Mr. Astor visited the Keely labora- 
tory and workshops on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 29, and thea witnessed, it is said, 
the final demonstration by the inventor 
of the practical working of the ma- 
chmery which develops this mysterious 
force.

Besides 
these nineteen persons were more or 
less seriously injured, two of them 
fatally. 


The cause of the disaster has been 
definitely ascertained as a boiler ex- 
plosion, but what caused the explosion 
is still the mystery.

N E W YORK, Nov. 7.—.Six members of 
one family perished by fire in their 
home, on the top iloor of the four story 
building at .311 Van Brunt street, 
Brooklyn, at 1 o'clock this morning. 
The names of the dead are Charles 
Ryan, his wife, Ellen, and their daugh- 
ters, Johana, twenty years old; Sarah, 
seventeen years old; Maggie, fourteen 
years oJd, and Lizzie, twelve years old. 
The fire started from a gas jet in a 
ballon the ground floor. 
It burned 
out Finnegan'e saloon on the ground 
floor, and roused Margarate Welch and 
her four children on the second floor. 
1?he stairway being on fire, they went 
to the windows from which they were 
rescued by policemen. The fire quickly 
got to the third floor, which was unoc- 
cupied. 


Almost before the Ryans had warn- 
ing of the fire and long before any one 
could reach them, th® fire surprised 
them as they slept. They were found 
in their beds by the firemen soon after 
the fire was extinguished. The fire 
merely burned the building out on the 
inside and did damage to the extent of 
125,000.

$40,000,000 has been abandoned. The 
estate is said to have been settled and 
the property passed into the hands of 
the various heirs.

trust in the will would be broken. By 
the terms of the will the property was 
placed in the hands of three trustees, 
who were to receive annual commis- 
sions aggregating thousands of dollars. 
Now it is said that the trustees have 
consented to abandon their claims and 
permit the property to be distributed 
among the heirs. Trustee Goodfellow 
is said to have received $250,000 by the 
terms of the compromise.

TORN TO PIECES BY BEARS. 
Terrible Experience of Woodsmen in 
Siortbern Wisconsin. 


SANDSTONE, Minn., Nov. 7.—Word 
reached here from Foxboro, a little 
station up the line in W^isconsin, of a 
terrible tragedy enacted at that place 
last night. Three bears broke into a 
shed at Marren's Place, near Foxboro, 
and, after feasting on some deer hang- 
ing there, killed David Falsten and 
Michael McGuire, woodsmen, and badly 
injured Frank Bennett and Thomas 
Grady, also woodsmen, who had heard a 
noise and had gone out to see what 
it was. The bears, three of them, and 
all big fellows, were killed by John 
Marren, proprietor of the stopping 
place, and Ed Smith, a trapper, who 
has his cabin near by. The bodies of 
Falsten and McGuire were buried at 
Foxboro this afternoon, as nothing 
could be learned of their friends, and 
Grady and Burnett were caied for at 
Marren's place. Burnett and Grady 
got away from the bears after being 
badly scratched up, but McGuire and 
Falsten became imprisoned in the shed 
with the bears by the closing of the 
door and were terribly mutilated by 
the infuriated creatures, who literally 
tore them to pieces. Two other bears 
were killed near Foxboro by hunters 
last week. 


BECAME THE BRIDE"OF DEATH. 
Miss Mlnner's Fatal EfTort to Win a 
Halloween Husband.

an abcess to form in the throat. She 
kept gradually growing worse until to- 
day, when the matter broke forth and 
emptied into the windpipe, choking 
her to death. Deceased was twenty-one 
years old and a popular young society 
lady.

Robert W. Shufeldt, retired, died at 
his residence in this city at 10:30 
o'clock this morning, after a long ill- 
ness following an attack of the grip 
and an accident while driving about a 
year ago. He was appointed a midship- 
man irom New York, in May, 1839, be- 
came rear admiral in May, 1883, and 
retired in 1884.

suicide last night at No. 100 East 
Cfdumbia .street, next door to Tom 
Clark's saloon. 


The police were called to the place at 
about 10 o'clock last night and re- 
moved her to the St. Joseph hospital, 
where she died at 6 o'clock this morn, 
ing. 


Mrs. Lish was found lying on a wood 
pile in a little shed at the rear of the 
house. She lived on the second floor 
of the building. 


Two men whose names were not 
learned were entering Clark's saloon by 
the back way when they saw the 
woman lying on the wood pile. An 
attempt was made to restoza her to 
consciousness but it was not succesiful, 
so she was sent to the hospiial, where 
Dr. Dinnen attended her. 


Tom Clark told a SENTINEL reporter 
this morning that Mrs. Lish was a 
morphine eater. He said he had seen 
her at times heavily under the influence 
of the drug. He said that of late she 
had expressed herself as beings afraid 
to sleep alone and he supposed it was 
because she feared a fatal result of a 
dose of morphine. He never heard 
her threaten to kill herself, but of late 
she had acted rather peculiar. 


One peculiar feature about the mat- 
ter is that the woman had a lighted 
lamp with her in the shed and on a 
table was also a tray 
with 
three 
empty glasses. The question is, was 
she drinking with anyone? 


Mrs. Lish's parents i live at Monroe- 
ville and are highly respected people. 
She was about thirty years old. For 
the last SIX or seven years she has been 
a habitue of the places on East Colum- 
bia street. Her husband is said to be 
a worthless fellow and is in the city 
only a part of the time. 
He is now in 
Gi and Eapids, having gone there sev- 
eral days ago. 


A woman known as Clara Morris, 
ah-o an East Columbia street character, 
called at Peltier's morgue this morning 
to SS6 the body, which had been re- 
moved there from the hospital. 
Clara 
sa d she had been living with Mrs. 
Lish a short time. 
Last evening she 
and Mrs. Lish and a strange man sat at 
the table in the shed and drank some 
beer. Clara then went to the theater 
and left Mrs. Lish and the man "still at 
the table. During the progress of the 
play a policeman called her out of the 
theater and told her Mrs. Lish waa 
found in a bad condition. 


In falling the woman's face struck 
the woodpile and her nose and forehead 
were cut. 


It is learned that her husband's name 
is Carl Lish. 
Her father is Isaac 
Magner, who has a farm four miles 
south of Monroeville.

PEACEMAKER OF THE PIUTES. 


Captain Sides Preaches Temperance and 
Seeps tlie Indians Peaceable. 


"The Peacemaker of the Piutes" is 
what Indians and whites alike call Cap- 
t a i n 
Johnson 
Sides, 
a 
queer 
Nevada 
charac- 
ter, who^is one of 
the oldest Indian 
interpreters and 
peacemakers 
in 
the service of the 
United 
States. 
For a score of 
years he has been 
the chief 
inter- 
preter of the Pi- 
ntes, 
a n d 
on 
JOHNSON SIDES. 
many 
occasions 
his timely advice to the Indians has 
prevented the shedding of blood. 
No 
one knows better than he that mixing 
Indians and firewater has much the 
same effect as mixing fire and gunpow- 
der. 
Consequently he loses no oppor- 
tunity of preaching temperance to the 
Piutes. He warns them against drinking 
whisky, against beating their wives and 
against having Indian medicine men 
•when they are sick. 
"If you have In- 
dian doctors," he says sententiously, 
"your neck is stretched." He does not 
pretend to have any decided opinions as 
to merits or demerits of the allopathic 
and homeopathic schools of medicine, 
but he does know that the Indian medi- 
cine man is a quack of the thirty-third 
degree. 


Captain Sides is a Piute himself, and 
succeeded to his present office when his 
brother, Captain Charley Sides, who had 
been peacemaker for many years in Ne- 
vada and California, went to the happy 
hunting grounds. 
During his 20 years 
of service Captain Johnson Sides has 
probably done more to prevent trouble 
and to civilize the Indians than any oth- 
er man in the two states." Several years 
ago the Piutes at Obisco Creek absorbed 
considerable firewater, donned warpaint 
and feathers and began terrorizing the 
country. 


Sides had a short powwow with the 
unruly red men. He told them to scrape 
off their war paint, throw away their 
whisky bottles, return to their reserva- 
tion and obey the laws of the whites. 
His eloquence had a good affect, and the 
Indians quickly quieted down. 


Sides believes that the Indians' only 
hope is to accept civilization, learn all 
they can and leave firewater alone. Last 
winter he placed 62 pupils in the In- 
dian school at Fort Independent, and he 
aids the Piutes in getting work and in 
many other ways.

Rear Admiral William A. Kirklaud, 
who was recently rc':icved of the com- 
mand of the European station and order-

ed home, is a bluff veteran of the old 
school of the navy. He,was appointed 
from North Caroliua in 18.50 and has 
served 45 years ashore and afloat under 
the stars nud stripes. He became a rear 
admiral last March, since when he has 
furnished several mild sensations in 
naval circle-s. He has opinions of his 
own and does not hesitate to air them 
whenever he likes, a fact that has 
aroused tho wrath of Secretary Herbert 
and caused the admiral's recall. 


He fust attracted attention by con 
gratulatiug President Faure of France 
uijcn his election, not, he says, as an of- 
ficer of tho United States, but as a per 
sonal friend. Secretary Herbert, how 
ever, declared that the admiral's posi 
tiou repre.seiiting the dignity of the 
United States navy in European waters 
precluded him from making any com 
ment whatever on French politics. Ad 
miral Kirkiand appealed to the presi- 
dent, who apparently sustained Secretary 
Herbert. 


The admiral next became conspicuous 
through a newspaper interview,in which 
he said that some of the American mis 
Eionaries he had been protecting in Syria 
duiiug the Armenian troubles were lit 
tie better than penitentiary outcasts, 
These strictures were brought to the at- 
tention of Secretary Herbert by a pro 
test from Boston religious organizations 
and made him still more displeased 
with the admiral. Not long thereafter a 
chaplain in tho navy complained tliat 
Kirklaud had insultingly ordered him 
below while at iviel because he was not 
attired in full dress uniform. As chap 
lains have only one regulation uniform 
for 
all 
occasions, the 
complainant 
thought himself very badly used. These 
accusations and others of a similar na 
ture, it is .said, have caused the admiral's 
fall from favor. 


As he has served 45 years he is en 
titled to retirement, and may leave the 
active list of the navy very soon. While 
his recall is uncomplimentary to him 
self, there is no disposition at the navy 
department, it is said, to belittle his 
record as a sailor, which is a very cred- 
itable one.

There is a strike of machine opera- 
tors at the Fort Wayne Knitting mills 
and the machines are idle today. Sev- 
enty-fire men are out, and if they re- 
main out long, that ntimber of girls will 
be compelled to quit work also. The 
trouble came about by. the enforcement 
of some rules which are objectionable 
to the men. They served notice on the 
management that if the rules, which 
•they claim are unjust, were put into 
force, they would strike. This morning 
the new rules became effective, and 
after 
protesting 
and arguing the 
question with the management a few 
moments, the operators of the knitting 
machines threw ofi the belts, donned 
their coats and hats, v^alked out, and 
the first strike in the history of the 
factoiy was on. A SKKTINEL reporter 
visited the mills at 11 o'clock. 
At that 
hour all was quiet; the machines were 
idle, but employes of other depart- 
ments were working as usual, as if 
nothing 
unusual 
had 
transpired. 
Theodore F. Thieme, the manager, was 
in his ofSce dictating to his stenograph- 
er replies to a big batch of letters 
which laid open before him. He did 
not appear to be greatly disturbed over 
the strike. He said it was due to 
the enforcement of some rules govern- 
ing the employes and that the matter 
of 
wages 
was not 
taken 
into 
consideration at all. The grievance 
committee of the strikers had just had 
conference with Mr. Thieme and 
were then discussing affairs among 
themselves 
There seensed to be no 
reason for doubt but that affairs would 
be amicable adjusted and that the 
works will be in operation again to- 
night 
or tomorrow. 
Mr. Thieme 
thought so, at least. The knitting 
mills are very busy and can ill afford a 
strike at this season of the year. The 
objectionable rule was one making oper- 
ators pay for the needles broken.

Europe. 
Seventeen years ago, when 


Russia had wipped the Turks and pro- 
posed to wind up their long misrule, 
vhe Powers inteiveued. 
It was not 


that they loved the Turk, but that 
they could not agree upon the parti 
tion of his domain, and they did not 
wish Russia to have Constantinople. 
So they determined that the Turk 
should have another chance. 


He has had it, and he has done worse 


than before. The Armenian atrocities 
are but a repetition of the Bulgarian 
atrocities,' and, like them, are an indi- 
cation of the incompetence of the Turk 
as a ruler or administrator in the 
present era. Not among the Armenians 
only but everywhere, things have been 
going from bad to worse, till even in 
the capital the situation apparently is 
very close to anarchy. 
It has become 


unendurable, and now the Powers are 
thinking about doing what they ought 
to have done when the treaty of Berlin 
was made, and setting the Turk aside.

health. 
The teaching there, or ic- 


ference in regard to membraneous 
croup so called I consider both er- 
roneous and dangeroua to the public 
health if permi.ted to remain unei-' 
plained and corrected. For this reason 
I submit n brief statement of facts. 


In the great majority of instances 


most modern authorities admit that 
the cases of membraneous croup, so 
called, are rare which are not properly 
ascribed to true diphtheria. 


Of couna the presence or absence of 


LoeiHws bacillus isa definite conclusion 
but in this case we are not told that 
there was a beoteriologicsl examination 
of the so called exudate of membran- 
eous croup taken from the larnyx. We 
are left to coniider that the throat ex- 
amination and the laryngeal symptoms 
determined the diagnosis of membran- 
eous croup and that it is not questioned 
but that membraneous croup it a dis- 
tinct disease— a unit of itself. Per- 
contra, the trend of modern medical 
belief which amounts nearly to a gen- 
eral Concensus of opinions, is that 
membraneous croup is always a true 
diphtheria 


It is well known that a number of 


deaths from diphtheria have recently 
occured in the east end of our city, the 
cause of which was traced to the re- 
mains of a child brought here for burial 
said to have died of membaoous croup 
and which the sequel proved to be true 
larycgeal diphtheria. 


In the oase in question, since the 


child di«d, I ask the city bacteriologist, 
and the attending physician as well, 
upon what grounds do they announce 
to the general public that this was not 
a case of laryugeal diphtheria.

present a true laryngeal diphtheria. 
These casts being so largely in excess 
in numbers it becomes proper, and is 
very important, to surround the burial 
with every precaution to prevent the 
general spread of diphtheria in its 
more malignant form 
Membraneous 


croup is, therefore, a disease dangerous 
to the community because it is in most 
instances a larynge<il diphtheiia. 


A leading author who believes theie 


is an occasional case properly diagnosed 
as membraneous- croup, clones a para 
graph with this remark: "The diag- 
nosis between diphtheria and non diph- 
theritic, membraneous laryngitis is by 
no means easy, and many excellent 
authorities hold the diseases to be iden- 
tical." 


I think the time will come when the 


idea of a membraneous croup, not diph 
theretio, will be entirely abandoned 
and the laryngeal and tracheal symp 
toms be regarded as wholly due to a 
diphtheritic exudation. 


Itis wellkhown to pathologista that 


a diphtheritic exudation may occur on 
any mucus mrabrane. I have seen on 
the autopsy table nearly the entire 
leagth of the bowel the sent of diph- 
theritic exudation diphtheritic dysen- 
tery BO called. 


Therefore, »ny statements made in 


regard to a disease being membanous 
croup and not diphtheria and not 
dangerous must be taken with ft great 
degree of suspicion and allowance 
whether made by the city bacteriolo- 
gist, the attending physician or from 
some extraneous and 
irresponsible 


source. 


The public needs protection in «veiy 


case of membranous croup for in the 
great majority of instances it is a diph 
theria capable of producing the mott 
fatal forms of that disci se. 


I submit these facts for the in'orms- 


tion of the public and in the interest 
of public health and those concermd 
and to say that the officers were entire- 
ly correct in their efforts at isolation.

Significance of Fashion. 


No one but a German could have 


made a study of the fashion plates that 
represent women's style of dressing for 
the past century and found a subject 
for 
metaphysical philosophizing in 


them. Cornelius Gnrlitt, however, has 
done just that. To tho ordinary mind 
fashions are governed by mere freaks 
and whims, a restless desire for change, 
chiefly in the interest of the dry good? 
merchants, so that they can dispose of 
more goods. 


But Gnrlitt discovers something far 


different and deeper. One of the phil- 
osophical facts he reasons out is that 
there can be no Used dress in a pro- 
gressive nation. The Chinese never 
change their style of costume. Neither 
do tho tribes of Africa or the original 
American Indians. Tho Turks have a 
national costume, but even that is yield- 
ing to the inroads of -western ideas. 
Russian peasants had a national dress. 
That, too, is going by the board, show- 
ing that Turkey and Russia are being 
modernized. Among the real nineteenth 
century peoples, snch as the French, 
English and Americans, fashions change 
With snch restless, kaleidoscopic rapid- 
ity that he would be a bravo man indeed 
who would wear a last year's ping hat 
to church. 


That is not all. Herr Gnrlitt has dis- 


covered that fashion represents for its 
period the prevailing moral and social 
sentiment of the time. The French rev- 
olution favored liberty, freedom of body 
as well as soul. Then the fashion of 
women's dress went back to the classical 
days of Greece. "For a whole genera- 
tion women wore no corsets, or very 
slight ones, not compressing 
their 


•waists." Then came Napoleon on the 
scene. 
He stifled liberty and put the 


iron clamp of despotism on the human 
mind. 
Behold, «omen began to wear 


tight laced corsets again. "The waist 
sank ulnwly down from tho bosom to 
the hipi," SHTS Gurlitt, and there was 
a going back to the fashions of the days 
when kings were b"lic\ed to rnlo by 
divine right. If ti(,'ht corsets and ic- 
straint in dress am mpnny restraint on 
human thocght and lack of real liberty, 
then this is not a very free age or coun- 
try after all. 
Unfortuuatly this inter- 


esting winer stops .nist short of telling 
as what tho big sleeves and haircloth 
skirts of (he present day moan.

Prince Henry In Jus early youth was 
the acknowledged favorite not only of 
his lather, then tie crown prince, but 
or his grandfather, the old Emperor 
William. Physically perfect, of com-

appearance, charming of 


manner and socially popular, Henry 
was the very opposite of tis brother, 
the present emperor. Tvho at a very 
early age began to show an imperious, 
proud nature. 
Of all his playmates 


William was physicaJly the weakest, 
yet the most arrogant. It became nece- 
Kary to separate the two brothers, so 
totally unlike were they. Crown Prince 
Frederick, -with the consent oit his fath- 
er, sent his second hoy, Henry, on a 
trip around the -world. 
The 
young 


prince won the 
affect*™ 
of those 


brought Into person.! contact with him 
iind of ».he public as well. His picture 
was printed in ewery papar in the em- 
pire, together wK3i accounts of his ex- 
periences abroai The fact that he be- 
gan his chosen career at Ua3 bottom of 
the ladder and was known do be an ex- 
cellent comrade, who praierved his 
charming manner in. spite of the dis- 
cipline and rough work ultpni ling a sea- 
faring life, endeared him to the people. 
Of his elder brother nothing more was 
known titan, that he was a c^osi? student 
and stowly gained successive degrees 
in the army. WhOe the old Emperor 
William lived he occupied the\ atten- 
tion of the monarehlal party, soniiwhat 
to the detriment of the two prince^, es- 
pecially as the crown prince, then ia 


career. It certainly must save been 
their intention to make him command- 
ing admiral of tie German navy, a po- 
sition that it Is generally conceded he 
has not only earned, but which his su 
perior talents entitle him to. To ap- 
point his brother to this position wouk 
have been but an act of justice on the 
part of the present emperor, but in his 
unbounded pride he wishes to retain 
tie highest position in the navy for 
himself, as he is commander-in-chiel 
of the army, and practically Ills own 
chancellor. It evidently is his inten- 
tion to immortalize himself, either as 
a grand success or a monstrous fail- 
ure. 
The German na\y is without an 


admiral who is not subject to the or- 
ders of the emperor or his immediate 
superior. 


When Prince Hemy married, Wil- 


liam sent him as a wedding present 
life-size portrait of himself, to he hung 
up in the vestibule of the castle in 
Thiel, where the prince resides. Wil- 
liam, in that picture, wears the uni- 
form of the grand admiral ot the navy 
When Prince Henry saw this picture 
be merely shook his head. His feel- 
ings may be Imagined, but he held his 
peace. 


Finally the measure of affronts wa: 


full. At the opening of the North Sea 
canal the emperor appeared in the uni- 
form of the grand admiral, Gsus Uking 
to himself the honors ot the moment 
which iiy rights belonged to his brotter 
who, as commander of the Kiel squad- 
ron, was entitled to them. 
What he 


should have done wss to appear in the 
role of aa honored guest, instead of tak- 
ing Ihe command out of his brother's 
hands.
